Officials of the 
Allied Printing Trades Council last night 
professed absolute ignorance of the in- 
tentions of the Government, and James

last night that he had neard nothing of 
this move cn the part of the Govern- 
ments, but it is believed that the alleged 
offense of the organization in its 
exercise of authority over use of 
union labels.

TRENTON, Feb. 3.—The House passed 
the resolution providing for an amend- 
ment to the Constitution giving women 
the right to vote this afternoon. Forty- 
nine of the members favored the meas- 
ure and only four, all Democrats, op- 

posed it. 

The resolution will now go to the Sen- 
ate, and, if adopted, will go before the 
Legislature again next Winter. If it ts 
passed again it will be submitted to the 
for ratification. The resolu- 
tion was passed last Winter, but there 
was an error in the required advertising 
and the action failed.

I believe the Shuberts once 
became annoyeds over some dealings 
with the agencies and announced that 
they would place no more tickets with 
one of the brokers, but in a tew weeks 
they found that the public wanted to 
buy seats through agencies as a matter 
of convenience, and so they went back 
to the old plan.”

Agencies Still Get Vickets. 


The announcement made in the adver- 
tising columns of the newspapers by 
Klaw & Erlanger that no tickets for

@ Erlanger’s attractions and the attrac- 
tions of the Klaw & Erlanger allies.

Mr. Guinle is 27 years old and is the 
son of Eduardo Pallasin Guinle, who 
died about eighteen months ago, leaving 
a large estate. The complaint says his 
father left Guinle $5,000,000, besides 
$1,000,000 which was left him by a man 
named Gaffre, who was at one time his 
father’s business partner. _Guinle also 
has a large interest in the firm. 

Miss Borden's complaint fills many 
foolscap pages. Justice Scudder in 
Brooklyn signed the arrest order and 
Deputy Sheriffs McDonnell and Zeltner 
hustled to the Ansonia, where Mr. 
Guinle has been occupying a suite of 
rooms that cost him $600 a month, _He 
was arrested and taken to the Sheriff's 
oifice. 

Mr. Guinle met Miss Borden for_the 
first tlme in May last, and on July 5 he 
told her he could not live without her, 
according to the complaint. 
knew she was to sail for. Wurope on 
that day with her sister, Violet. Just 
before she sailed she got this letter from 
him:

Miss Borden remained abroad only six 
days, but these were filled with cables 
and wireless messages. Miss Borden 
says in the complaint: ‘‘I.returned on 
the earnest solicitation of the de- 
fendant.”’ 

When the steamer reached the pier, Mr. 
Guinle was there to greet Miss Bor- 
den, and then, until October, he showed 
her many marked attentions, the papers 
say. Then he asked her, the papers 
say, to marry him. She accepted him 
and for some time after that, no mat- 
ter where they went where mutual 
friends were, they introduced them- 
selves aS an engaged couple. <A great 
deal of the time Mr. Guinle was with 
Miss Borden, and when he wasn’t he 
wrote her fervent letters with sentences 
like this: ‘I could not live without 
your dear face and wonderful per- 
sonality.” 

On Jan. 24, the complaint says, Miss 
Borden went with Mr. Guinle to the par- 
ish house of the Church of Our Lady of 
Lourdes, where they saw Father Sheri- 
dan about their marriage, which was 
set for yesterday, The banns were pub- 
lished. Mr. Guinle said his mother 
might object to the marriage, but that 
he intended to marry Miss Borden any- 
Way, because he was a man of honor. 

On Jan. 29 Mr. Guinle got a 
from his mother telling him _ not to 
marry and threatening him with expul 
sion from the firm if he persisted. Mr. 
Guinle seemed to be overcome by this, 
but was disposed to obey his mother. 
He wrote her, Miss Borden says, that it 
was a great blow and explained how 
much suffering it would cause him. He 
also told her that it was impossible for 
him to marry her, and said that he 
would always be her friend. 

This statement followed close on the 
heels of a cable from his mother that 
Tran: 

‘* Make no promises, but ledve at once. 
We will talk it over here.” 

Once, while they were talking toge- 
ther. Miss Borden says Mr. Guinle told 
her of his wealth. He said his firm was 
a $35,000,000 concern. He also told her, 
she says, that when they were married 
would allow her $50,000 a year for 
r household and traveling expenses 
and for the purchase of jewelry. Also 
he said, aceeresng to Miss Borden, that 
his income was $300,000 a year. 

One reason why Miss Borden thought 
MY. Guinle was going to sail away was 
because a short time ago he sent her 
all of the cooking vtensils that he kept 
in his expensive rooms in the Ansonia.

Tne Administrative Council which is 
to approve Yuan Shih-kai’s decree con- 
sists of two representatives from each 
province, four Cabinet Ministers, a rep- 
resentative official from each Ministry, 
and eight Wwembers of the Presidential 
secretariat. The Council takes into 
consideration only those questions sub- 
mitted to it by Yuan Shih-kai and the 
Government, and, owing to its composi- 
tion, is said never to consider the ques- 
fons, but to take them as orders.

LONDON, Feb. 3.—Sir Samuel Evans 
in the Divorce Court to-day granted

The 
Judge ordered that the decree be 
obeyed within fourteen days after 
service.

She and her husband 
lived in New York, and later in Eng- 
land, where Mrs. Lloyd now intended 
to reside. Last August Lloyd, who 
was described as having big business 
interests in America, had a quarrel 
with his wife, and had not returned 
to her. .

OPPOSE NEW TRUST BILLS. 


F. H. Levy and Seth Low Point Out 
Alleged Flaws at Hearings. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 3.—Felix H. 
Levy of New York, who was one of the 
counsel for the Government in the To- 
bacco Trust case, and ex-Mayor Seth 
Low of New York, President of the Na- 
tional Civic Federation, testified to-day 
before the two committees of the House 
of Representatives in charge of the “Five 
Brothers” bills embracing the Admin- 
istration programme for anti-trust leg- 


islation. 

Mr. Levy appeared before the Ju- 
diciary Committee. He praised the Sher- 
man law, opposed its amendment, and 
criticised certain features of the pend- 
ing bill to define that statute. 

Mr, Low appeared before the Inter- 
state Commerce Committee and devoted 
his attention to the proposed Interstate 
Trade Commission. He and Mr. Levy 
favored only parts of the tentative bills 
representing the views of the Adminis- 
tration and the framers of the meas- 
ures. 

Mr. Levy opposed that section of the 
Trade Relations bill which proposes to 
prohibit so-called exclusive _ selling 
agency contracts, and asserted that this 
would be a dangerous proposition for 
the American business world. He said 
that this section would overthrow a 
long line of court decisions approving 
sellin agencies where no element of 
combination in restraint of trade was 
present. He cited instances of hat 
concerns which maintain selling agen- 
cies in large cities. He thought that 
the prohibition, if included in the bill, 
should be restricted to concerns engaged 
in monopoly. 

Mr. Low submitted a tentative draft 
of an Interstate Trade Commission bill. 
the Commerce .Committee indicated a 
disposition to discard the pending Clay- 
ton bill entirely and proceed to formu- 
late a new trade commission measure. 
Mr. Low contended that the Clayton 
bill would empower a commission with 
too drastic powers of search of corpo- 
rations.

TOO MUCH FAITH IN RADIUM. 


Not Known to Have Cured One Ad- 
vanced Case of Cancer, Says Reynolds 


PITTSBURGH, Feb. 3.—A_ warning 
against blind faith in the cure of can- 
cer by radium was voiced by Dr. Ed- 
ward Reynolds of Boston at a public 
educational meeting of the American 
Society for the Control of Cancer in 
Soldiers’ Mémorial Hall here to-night. 

Dr. Reynolds, who is Vice President 
for New England of the American So- 
elety, said that as yet there was no evi- 
dence that radium had cured a single 
advanced case of cancer, According to 
his views, the radium treatment of can- 
cer is, up to the present time, a matter 
of experiment, and successful results 
have been obtained chiefly in the treat- 
ment of external cancers, particularly of 
the skin. 

The first principle in the treatment of 
cancer, Dr. Reynolds said, was the ex- 
treme danger of delay, and thus far a 
thoroughly qualified operation seems to 
hold out the only hope for cure.

“Millionaire for a Day” Throws 
Money to Washington Mob.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 3.—John Jay Me- 
Devitt, self-styled ‘“‘ millionaire of a 
,’ with his herole-size statue in 
bronzed plaster of paris, a score of ad- 
Wilkes-Barre citizens and an 
moving picture operator, 
made a triumphal entry into Washing- 
ton this afternoon.

That the inspiration ran 
thin, that he economized severely with 
it, has been obvious to those who have 
heard his later operatic productions. 
But the French composer was one of 
those who had thoroughly mastered the 
of operatic composition; he 
had a sure sense of the stage and its 
effects, an easy command of the or- 
chestra of vocal writing, of ensemble. 
These qualities are shown in “ Don Qui- 
chotte”’ in a certain measure. 

The opera is the latest of a long series 
that musicians and librettists have ex- 
tracted from the pages of Cervantes’s 
immortal romance, but never with dis- 
tinguished success. Nor is it likely that 
Massenet’s will share the immortality 
of its prototype in any measurable de- 
gree. The Spanish romance has served 
to provide the French adapters with 
material for an opera that has a few 
agreeable qualities, with a libretto that 
has some consistency if no great dra- 
matic power or poetic expressiveness. 
Last Sunpay’s TIMes recounted the 
tragic little story of the play on which 
it is based, the work of Jacques Le Lor- 
rain, a ‘‘cobbler poet’’ of a French 
provincial town, who got his play pro- 
duced in Paris just in time to see it be- 
fore he died. Henri Cain has fdllowed 
the cobbler poet rather than the Spanish 
romancer in his libretto. 

Dulcinea is in this version a very 
worldly coquette, surrounded by a 
throng of admirers who greet the 
shabby Knight with derision when he 
makes his appearance on Rosinante, 
with his fat retainer Sancho Panza, tn 
the féte which is represented in the 
first act. To rid herself of the ardent 
attentions of Don Quixote, she sends 
him on the supposedly impossible task 
of recovering her necklace from the 
bandits who stole it. In the second act 
Don Quixote and Sancho Panza are 
starting on their quest: the Knight im- 
rovises a song to his lady love. Sancho 
Panza philosophies on the fickleness 
of women; they come upon the wind- 
mills and Don Quixote enters upon his 
famous fight with these giants, who 
worst him. 

No other of the adventures related by 
Cervantes are depicted in the opera; in 
the next act the twain come upon the 
bandits who take them captive, and are 
about to put them to death, but are so 
touched by the knight's fearless courage 
and noble simplicity that they give him 
the necklace of which he is in search, 
and let him go with his esquire. 

They return to Dulcinea’s house Pon

There are 
long and _ disheartening stretches of 
arioso, with the thinnest of orchestral 
accompaniments, that adds nothing of 
dramatic significance. 

Of characterization of either Don 
Quixote or Dulcinea in their music there 
is little. Of Sancho Panza there is per- 
haps more. But many of the speeches 


| in musical declamations are singularly 
_|lacking in pregnancy of suggestion; thus, 


Don Quixote’s address to the brigands 
seems empty and lacks the emotional 
power that would touch even those 
susceptible hearts. Dulcinea’s speech to 
Don Quixote, telling him of her un- 
worthiness, has something of the touch- 
ing significance of the situation. In the 
last act the music seems to fade and 
a with the tottering knight him- 
self. 

Among the pleasing orchestral pas- 
sages the short intermezzo between 
the fourth and fifth acts, based on the 
melody of one of Dulcinea’s songs 
earlier in the opera. It is a simple mel- 
ody for a solo cello; but it had to be 
repeated. There is an amusing Iittle 
minuet movement in the fourth act that 
accompanies Sancho Panza’s vision of 
the glories he is expecting: and in this 
act a longer accompanying passage 
might remird some—has reminded some 
—of Mozart’s scheme of orchestra ac- 
companiment in comedy. But it is a 
food ways back te Mozart from ‘ Don 
Quichotte.”’ 

The performance was carried through 
with a firm hand by Mr. Campaninf. 
who probably made about all there was 
to be made of the score. Mr. Vannt 
Marcoux, who appeared in New York 
for the first time, presented a figure of 
Don Quixote that was picturesaue and 
characteristic, though erring, perhaps, 2 
little on the side of caricature. But in 
many passages he was sympathetic, and 
caught at least something of the essen- 
tial quality of the lovable knight. 

He is not highly gifted in voice; his 
tones are apt to be hard and dry and 
lacking in romance. Nor is Miss Garden 
highly gifted in voice. This fact has 
been noted before, and came into greater 
prominence than ever last evening. She 
assimilated Dulcinea with some of the 
most familiar characters of her dra- 
matic gallery. and perhaps the heroine, 
as the librettist has shown her, belongs 
there.

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BANKRUPTCY REFORMS. 


Judge Hand to Give Principal Credit- 
ors Greater Protection. 


Judge Learned Hand greatly sur- 
prised the bankruptcy bar yesterday by 
announcing in the Federal District 
Court that he proposed to adopt a new 
procedure in bankruptcy cases. Here- 
tofore it has been the custom for the 
attorney filing a petition in bankruptcy 
to obtain an order for the appointment 
ef a receiver This functionary has 
ben named by the District Judge, and 
on taking charge of the bankrupt’s af- 
fairs has usually appointed the peti- 
tioning attorney his own attorney. 

Judge Hand now proposes to give to 
the principal creditor a much greater 
control of the bankrupt’s affairs. In 
the first yeas he has decided that the 
attorney tor the receiver must not be 
the attorney for the petitioning cred- 
itors for the alleged bankrupt or for zany 
one who has any connection with the 
case. 

Next he intends to give the creditors 
the power to determine who shall be the 
receiver. He has thus directed that the 
receiver named hy the court shall with- 
in four days give the credtors ten days’ 
notice of a meeting. At this the cred- 
itors will vote on these questions: 

Shall the receivership be continued and 
who shall act as receiver from that time 
forward? 

Is the business to be continued, and if 
so how much is the receiver to have au- 
thority to borrow? 

Are the assets to be sold, 
under what conditions? 

Is any further examination of the al- 
leged bankrupt to be conducted before 
adjudication, or are other witnesses to be 
ealled, and is there to be any litigation 
undertaken or continued? 

The creditors will also have power 
to consider any other matter of inter- 
est to them, and it is provided that in 
case there should be two receivers ap- 
pointed in succession they should di- 
vide the receiver's fee between them.

A large crowd, which packed the grand 
ball room at the Astor, witnessed the 
match and followed the plays with great 
interest. Sutton received an ovation 
when he completed his high run of 123.

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In explaining why he believed the Gov- 
ernment should take ov the business of 
radium production, Dr. Alzugaray said 
that the chief reason was that private 
D would of course make every 
effort to keep the methods of produec- 
tion a secret, whereas there was abso- 
lutely no problem connected with the 
work which could not be solved in a Gov- 
ernment laboratory.

“In Utah and in Southwestern 
rado there are vast tablelands of juras- 
sic and triassic sandstones. Practi 
this whole formation is radium-bearing 
so that to corner the supply will be a 
futile undertaking. 

“I first heard of radium in 1898, fh 
mediately after its discovery by Mme. 
Curie, as I was then experimenting 
with vanadium, and was in touch with 
the work of Becquerel and Mme. Curie 
with radio-active matter. 

‘‘I immediately made experiments 
with the waste product of our vanadium 
ores, and in the same year that radium 
was discovered I lectured upon its 
possibilities before the students at 
Phillips Hospital, in London, where I 
had formerly been a student. 

“Before coming here in 1905, as con- 
sulting chemist for Mr. Flannery, I 
kept constantly in touch with the 
radium situation, both as to the surgi- 
cal field and the laboratory field. 

“Now, I am firmly convinced that the 
present high price of radium is due 
to a temporary cornering of the market. 
And what is of much greater importance 
the tremendously high cost of actual 
production is due to the lack of prelimi- 
nary research work. I do not believe 
that there is in the United States any 
radium reducing plant that can be con- 
sidered out of the experimental stage. 

‘*Mme. Curie’s methods are known 
only to herself, but they can be worked 
out and probably vastly improved upon 
in a well-equipped Government labora- 
tory. And in the completed plant which 
would be erected after the proper period 
of experimentation, the Government 
should be able to reduce radlum ores at 
a fourth or a fifth of the present actual 
cost. 

“‘IT hope no one will be discouraged 
because Congressman Bremner has but 
a faint hope of responding to the radium 
treatment. Cancer produces its toxins 
which spread through the body, and 
there is a stage in this disease, as in 
every other, beyond which any remedy 
will prove too late. , 

“I have seen in Europe too many 
absolute cures of cancer taken in time 
to be discouraged at the possible failure 
of a case taken late in its development. 
The importance of radium is surely go- 
ing to become more marked instead of 
less marked each year, and for that rea- 
son among others the Government 
should surely have its chemists equipped 
to handle the problem, instead of allow- 
ing an impression to grow up that there 
is some dark and formidable secret in 
radium production. 

‘“*The separation of radium from the 
other elements present in carnotite ore 
is made possible, for instance, by the 
simple fact that the salts of radium are 
less soluble than the other mineral! salts 
in the ore.

But even so the cost’ of the chemicals 
is not great, for all the chemical re- 
accents needed are the common mineral 
acids such as sulphuric, hydrochloric, 
and nitric acid, and such commonly 
found alkalines as the hydrates and 
bromide compounds. Frequent electro- 
scopic keep the chief chemist in 
times with the progress 
being made. And these tests, of course, 
without expense, as they consist 
merely of bringing the electrie machine 
into the proximity of the radio-active 
concentrates and observing the speed 
with which they ionize the intervening 
air.”

BIG CREDIT BALANCES. 


Bank Gains at the Clearing House 
Due to State Note Payment. 


Payment of the bulk of the $27,000,000 
of notes of the State of New York by 
check of the Bank of the Manhattan 
Company on Monday, combined with 
some other large transactions, had the 
result of piling up credit balances at 
the Clearing House in favor of most of 
the banks yesterday far beyond the 
usual amounts. ‘he aggregate balances 
were mofe than $48,000,000, whereas the 
average is about $20,000,000, and they 
were said to be the largest on record. 

The Bank of the Manhattan Company 
had a debit balance of $24,500,000, re- 
flecting its payments of Monday on be- 
half of State Controller Sohmer. The 
National City Bank had a credit bal- 
ance of $16,000,000 and the Chase Na- 
tional Bank of $8,000,000. While these 
together approximated closely the 
amount in which the Bank of the Man- 
hattan Company was debtor on the day’s 
exchanges, there was no particular re- 
lation between them, and the offset to 
the debit balance for the Bank of the 
Manhattan Company was scattered all 
through the list, as the checks in pay- 
ment of the notes had been deposited 
in many banks and trust companies. 

The Bank of the Manhattan Company 
had a credit balance of $54,000,000 a 
week ago Friday because of receiving 
payment for the $51,000,000 of bonds 
issued by the State. Part of the pro- 
ceeds of the bond issue were withdrawn 
by the Controller, but the $27,000,000 
needeii to pay the notes was held in 
the bank's vaults in cash and most of 
it went back yesterday to the Clearing 
House in settlement of its balance. 

About $25,000,000 of the notes was 
presented and paid on Monday and prac- 
tically all of the remaining $2,000,000 
was paid yesterday, so that disregard- 
ing its other transactions, the Bank of 
the Manhattan Company will have a 
debit balance to-day on acount of the 
note payment of another $2,000,000.

“You've been too damned offensive to- 
day,” responded Judge Dickinson, bang- 
ing the table with his fist. 

John Arthur Brown, the special ex- 
aminer, left the bench and took a posi- 
tion next to Judge Dickinson's chair, 
but the Judge turned his back on Mr. 
Lindabury, who made no response. A 
hurried adjournment until to-day closed 
the incident. 

Several months ago the two lawyers 
almost came to blows, to the astonish- 
ment of J. P. Morgan, who was waiting 
to testify. On that occasion Judge 
Dickinson thought Mr. Lindabury had 
charged him with stating as a matter 
of record something that was not in the 
record. He threw down his pen and 
walked around the end of the table to 
Mr. Lindabury’s side, asserting that 
he wouldn't be called a Nar by any

Summer Coal Conditions. 
The Coal Trade Journal will say to- 
day: 

“Conditions in the anthracite trade 
are more typical of July than of Feb- 
ruary. All the reports tell of collieries 
running on short time and of demand 
tapering off to a degree which 1s ex- 
traordinary for this time of the year. 
It is a fact, however, that there is less 
cheap coal being offered in this market 
than was the case in December, when 
the demand was as light as it is now. 
A little individual egg was offered be- 
low circular, but in most cases stove 
and nut were held for full prices. In the 
bituminous market there are no signs 
of the gpturn which »many have been 
looking for in view of the revival in 
some lines of manufacturing. The mar- 
ket is dull, and prices are weak even 
on good coal. Contracts are absorbing 
the bulk of the output.’’

Hems and Handkerchiefs. 

There is a dispute in the handkerchief 
field, and it is all about the widths of 
the hems on the Fall handkerchiefs. 
Some say that the very wide hems of 
last year will again be popular, while 
others maintain that very narrow hems 
will the rule. Consequently, there 
will both wides and narrows in the 
field. Many novelties in the form of 
hems will also be seen. 
and Armenian effecis will be 
in the better grades, but the 
biggest feature of the season will be the 
extent to which colored handkerchiefs 
will be used by women. This will fol- 
low the wide range of colors that will 
be incorporated in women’s garments, 
and the present leaning toward com- 
plete harmony in dress. Corner effects 
will continue to be a feature of fancy 
handkerchiefs, but conventional flower 
and scroll effects in white will be more 
or less abandoned in favor of colored 
garnitures.

Kinds of Silks in Demand. 

Despite the failure of the demand of a 
few seasons ago to materialize to any 
extent and the conservatism shown by 
some manufacturers in discussing them, 
it is for the most part agreed in the 
local silk market that taffetas will be a 
factor to be reckoned with in the Spring 
demand. Reports from abroad tell of 
continued and wide use of these fabrics 
by the principal dressmakers, and this 
is increasing confidence in the future of 
taffetas here to no small degree. Satin 
crépes and failles, or reps de soie, are 
also well thought of abroad, it is said. 
The latter are said to drape exceedingly 
well, despite their ribbed construction. 
Satin-faced, crinkle-backed fabrics. are 
also in more or less demand on the 
other side, from all accounts. For tai- 
lored suits for Spring, silk gabardines 
and moires are favored. Charmeuse is 
still being taken well, though it can 
safely be called the veteran of the pres- 
ent demand for the better class of 
goods. Printed silks are in high favor. 
In the ribbon trade it is said that there 
has been a distinct gain of late in the 
amount of these goods being taken by 
the cutters-up for dress garnitures. The 
demand from the millinery tradeis said, 
however, still to lead. 

*,* 
Pessimism That Hurts. 

According to a certain well-known 
wholesaler of dress goods, a number of 
retail buyers who are now in this mar- 


ket have spoken to him about the 
pessimism shown by many of the sales- 
men from this city on their recent trips. 
This vesSimism naturally had any- 
thing but a stimulating effect on the 
buyers, and it was because of the ex- 
treme conservatism of same of them 
in making their purchases that the mer- 
eg in question began asking ques- 
tions. The result was that he found 
that some of his own men, as well as 
his competitors, had been approaching 
the trade with long faces and seeking 
orders more on the ground of sympathy 
and previous friendship than on the 
qualities and prices of the goods they 
were carrying. This naturally led the 
merchants to believe that things must 
be really bad, and they booked ahead 
accordingly. It is said to be but an- 
other instance of where the pessimism 
of the average New York business man 
has worked to his direct disadvantage. 
While admitting that the salesmen’s 
pessimism doubtless sprang from the 
chilled hearts of their employers, the 
wholesaler in question refused to admit 
that he was anything but a confirmed 
optimist. 


January Bank Exchanges. 

Bank exchanges in January displayed 
considerable irregularity as compared 
with a year ago, according to R. G. 
Dun & Co. Returns from 128 cities in 
the United States, amounted to $16,- 
106,835,096, a decrease of 0.3 per cent. 
The comparison with 1912, however, was 
much more favorable, as a gain over 
that year was shown of no less than 
7.1 per cent. The exhibit by New York 
was comparatively satisfactory, there 
being gains at the centre of 0.4 and 6.1 
per cent., respectively, as contrasted 
with the two earlier years.

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Chary of Making Guesses 


Preliminary estimates of the probable 
increase of stocks of copper were so far 
|}out of line with the figures presented in 
the last monthly statement of the Pro- 
ducers’ Association that few conjectures 
are heard in the trade this week. The 
statement for February will be issued 
next Monday. It is expected that another 
increase of supplies in the hands of re- 
finers will be reported, but .buying has 
been so spotty that much difficulty sur- 
rounds the making of a _ satisfactory 
guess.
